2* Interrogation of C-errmn jSnginoors and. Technicians . 

Tho Stapo o.sccrtoinod from thoso persons, upon their return to GEMiIiY, 
that they had been questioned by tho Russian IS v/hon they emigrated in 
1933* The follovang subjocts had boon of special intorost to tho Russians;-* 

a) tho light stool industry in S/JCO^^I and THURINGIA; 

b) tho optical glass industry; 

c) shipbuilding; 

d) short-wave «¥T tran^iissionr ' 

Practically all tech trade secrets had boon given away, without very 
raucli pressure boing used on the Russian side; a refusal to divulgb tho 
infa asked for v/ould havo rAcant oithor deportation for the Gorman concomed, 
or tliat at least ho v/ould not have obtained Q job convAonsurato with his 
slcill,

Gormans v/ishing to return to GBU'-I/iNY, ‘from 1935 oiwards, were asked if 
they Would bo willing to work for the Russian IS; if not, *thoy wero not 
allov/cd to loavo tho country* Howover, alraOst without oxcoption, these 
men v/orc not givon any special individual missions# This was not 
practicable, as it v/as not known whoro in GURM/iITT tho repatriates would

In many places, however, these Russians v/ere 
wolcorned v/ithi open, arms, and v/er*e accorded a totally unwarranted aird often 

. excessive maasuro of confidonco, in spite of the astonislimont caused when 
thoso Russian officials asked to inspect specialised socrot productions# 

The Gestapo supervisory bodies sot up tp watch and- control tho movements of 
those commissions v/orc actually only ostablisjod months after the 
commissions had boen touring GBRI^NY, and v/or^, Prisoner believes, controlled 
by IV A 1 (formorly IV D 3)i ^ ' 

Prisoner states that his only first-hand laiov/lcdge of Russian activities 
in this connection came to him much later v/hon, during tho war, an engineer 
v/ho had obtained ernployraont at tho GAP research station at ABLSRSHOP, near 
BERLIN, v/as arrested through a "play-back" w.’th tho Russian IS, and it 

i v/as revealed that this enginoor had long boforo boon recruited as an ^ent 
by a visiting cojmnission, /3 
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, Another caso of this kind v/as that, of LOEBKZ, a Gorman national, of 

.■whom it Y/as discovorod during a V/T "play- back'* that ho had formerly had 
connections vdth tho Russian Trade Com-nission in BERLIN, v/horo his vafe had 
boen oraployod too. During the "play- back*’ it was revealed that LOnEJIZ 
was to bo approached and asked to supply infm relating to the firm of 
* ^ BORSING, BERLIN, whor^ ho ho.d formerly been esiiployod* ' 

6, Missions given to Agents during tho \7ar * 

From infm obtained by *’play-backs*’ it v/as soon apparent that the • 
subject of most constant interest to tho Russian IS was that of poison gas* 
This question was constantly cropping up and it was clear that tho Russians 
always c::poctod GlilRCANY to launch some form, possibly a nov/’ development, of 
gas attacks. 

There came, too, a series of enquiries on tho V-weapons programme; 

Russian interest in this was centred not so much on their production as on 
tho location of the cxpcrimontal firing bases noar BRQI\iB13RG in POUIKD, 

Tho following industrial .undertakings in GER^IAI^, AUSTRIA and tho 
Protectorate word also subject to espionage activities by the Russian IS

c) The very nurnorous attempts to use WT agents in tho Roich and Gorman- 
occupied .ten! tori os can be considered to have foiled in tho 
goneral sonso, although such netv/orlcs as tho Rote Drei and the 
Rote Kapollc, until thoy were broken up, admittedly provided, 
accurate and useful infm to the Russian IS,

Prisoner states that he can give only a brief report concerning tho 
plans of and work done by Communist sabotage- groups during tho closing' 
stages of tho war, as this v/ho...e. subject vras dealt with mainly by 
Reforat IV A la and not by his Referat IV A 2, , 
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Organisation in GJH£AMY 

In 1944 tho. illogrJl ICPD ondeavoured to onlist tho holp of Russian 
civilian vrarkcrs and F;.* in GiiUSvIANY for tho formation of sabotage groups, 
Th-so preparations, v/hich novor got beyond the stago of initial planning, 
xrcTG completely frustrated by Stapo counter-action in BERLIl'f, Central 
G^RiPm and JJSIPZIG, 

Organisation in AUSTRIA 

In AUSTRIA tho preparation for sabotage action by Conuaunisf groups 
v/oe much further advanced and roachod tho stage of action; vdlling holpors 
had boon found among Austrian railway worlcerse Altogethor thoro was a 
series of attacks on railways, ' against which fairly ‘large-scale Stapo 
counter-measures were initiated. However, from tho Stapo point of viow 
tho danger vras novor disposed of, and the transfer of SS Stubaf STRAUB 
from BRUSSELS Virhoro ho had boon Loiter IV, to VISi'JNA, v/horo he took up tho 
post of KdS, in autumn v/as an indication of the seriousness of tho 
situation.

\1^, Prisoner states that this question comes more properly v.dthin tho 

scope of Dopt IV A 1 of tho Stapo than within that of IV A 2. 

After tho seizure of power by the RSDAP, the KPD made a series of 
attempts during the years, 1933. to 193^/57, to penetrate the NSDAP with 
the object of disrupting the organisation; .this woric was directed from 
^ I MOSOOV/ and was based on decisions reached at a Communist V/orld Conference 
I held there in 1933* 

Prisoner adds that by the time he went to Stapo HQ in BERLIN in 1938, 
this action had been* successfully dealt v/ith by Depts IV A la and IV A 2a, 
Thereafter, almost tho only attempts at penetration were those connected- 
with persons returning • from RUSSIA; among whom there were some v^ho 
endeavourod to use allegiance to the NSDAP as a cloak to covor their v 
real missions. 

Prisoner. asserts that the Comintem did not succeed at any time in 
achieving any systematic penetration of the NSDAP, Although, when 

Communists v/orc arrested, it vms found that they had in many cases become 
members of the NSDAP, it was clear that those persons had not become 
members vdth tho purpose of undermining the Party, but had joined merely* 
for the sake of appearances and to enjoy the advantages accruing from 
momborship. They did not, however, constitute anything . appix)aching ‘a 
serious problem for the NSjD/\P, * 

1 Prisoner concludes by saying that none of the Russian- trained agents 

ho had to deal with during the v/ar over appeared to have an assignment 
involving penetration of tho NSDAP, . When the MCVD used its agents in 
^ GSRivtAJ\T for Party ends, their aim was hot to split up tho NSD/P, but to 
I investigate the possibilities of « placing Communist political wo ric in 
I GLRhlANY on some kind of organised footing.

Prisoner states that he \ras not the Sachboarbeiter for VIASSOV and 
tho questions relating to the Russian Liberation Amy.

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ho\7cvor, come into contnet vdth VIASSOV matters on throo separate occasions. ; 

12, First Contact with VH^SSOV Matters' 

\7hon tho QIJP S^lUG-USTIN, who v/as arrested for his r61e ^n. tho 
yon GQfPB“J]^caRq ( s J?’lo Id In t c rrog a tio n Report ref 030/8/6y'2 dated 
7 Jan 4-5, Part 1, para 16) \Yas. intorrogatod,. it was rovoalod that ho had 
boon intorcstod in VL^VSSOV,' * * , 

AUGUSTIN stated that ho he.d boon earmarked by tho Russian IS to 
assassinate VL/vSSOV. For this purpose ho had 'boon to BERLIN to study how 
tills could bo carried Out, Ho had then rotuniod to i/I0SCX)\T and reported 
that ho considered tho task foo.siblo, as* VIASSOV had Remanent headquarters 
in BERLU'I vdiich ivoro not guarded in any special manner, Hov/ovor, his 
plans had not met vdth Russian approval and instead of being sent back to 
BERLIN to carry thmn out, ho had boon entrusted with the killing of von 
C50TT3BRG. in MINSIC, 

13 • » Socond Contact with VL/iSSOV Matters 

Tho second contact camo a few months after tho AUG-USTIN incident, A 
German. patrol shot a Russian skier on the central sector of the. Eastern 
front. On tho dead man v/oro found papers v/hich showed that ho intended 

* mking his way into the Reich, whoru ho -was to approach VIASSOV staff 
circles. Prisoner ccoinot recall whether ho v/as’ to do this himself or 
whether tho approach was to bo made through' intorrnedia.ri os. In tho x^apors 

a number of gonoi-als wore named who bolongod to VLASS0V*s Russian Libor ation 
Army, and who v/oro to bo contacted and rnado to ro:?liso tho * error of thoir 
v/ays, Thoy v/oro then to bo persuaded to desert VKiSSOV, It v/as made 
clear in tho dead man's inatiuctions that thoso measures were to bo carried 
out very carofully and that ho -v/as not to fail in >iis mission through any 
too hasty approach or action, 

l/ft Third Contact vdth VL/iSSOV Matters 

In Fob or Mar 45 Q* Russian Maj landed in SIK2SIA behind the German 
linos in an old-fashioned aircraft. Ho was wounded on landing and 
orrostod, 

’Under interrogation in BFRT.TN ho stated that ho was trying to roach ^ 
VLASSOV& staff so as to join tho fight against Bolshevism, but the 
circumstances were so peculiar and the Major contradictod hirnsolf so often 
toat the German Cl suspoctod any one of throo possibilitios:- 

a) That the Maj v/as a courier link betv/oon MOSOOV and VIASSOV; 

b) That the Maj had a mission to approach VIASSOV vd.th a view 
to assassinating him, or arranging such action with tho help 
of other persons; 

c) That the Maj was a courier bring! rjg definite instructibna to » 
VI/iSSOV from MOSCOW to change sides at tho last minute and 
take up arms against GEHvi/J'II‘. . 

It was protended to tho Maj that ho would bo given a post in ono of 
the Liboi’otion Army's ICdostollon; this, hov/over, he refused to accept, 
insisting that in order to carry out his mission to froo tho Russian 
pooplo, he must be allov/cd to contact VL/iSSOV*s staff, V/han this was 
rofusod, ho asked repeatedly to bo sont to ENGIAND,

c) MCPD agonta \fho had boon handed ovor to tho Russian IS, vdth 
ospion£>^,o assignments in GIDRiM'nf and Gorman-occupiod 
torritorios. 

The NICPD was composed mainly of tho German W captured at ST/iLINGRAD, 
j Prisoner wo.s told by a Gorraan inoisrant who li 2 .d held a loading position • 

1 in the Communist Party in HOSCO^V, that ho and scvci'al other Geiman 

Communists had travelled from MOSCOW to STALH^GRAD in Jarv/pob 45 to recruit 
prisoners as members of the I^CPD. Those prisoners wero at that stago sQ 
apathetic, having boon docimc.tod by disoaso, l^at the task v.ras rolativoly 
easy and most of them clutchod at tho chance of co-oporation as a way out 
of thoir difficulties* 

. . Prisoner states that trai’.iing v^o.s at first given by Gorman Communist 

! emigrants, who were, however, apparently quite incompot'ent. Later they 
wore replaced by Russian college professors, among whom v/ox\) many women 
instructors* The prisoners \/ho had oxprossod thoir willingness, to co-operato 
• I wore sent to and trained in a special comp* . 

The first task received vms usually the signing of. drafts of leaf lots •. 
which \7oro to bo dropped from aircraft and, in tho caso of offrs, tho making 
of gramophone records which v/ero subsequently relayed oyor tho front lino 
by loudspeakers* Within the camp itself, thoro was the so-called 
i "Innoros Aktiv" which porfoimod tho real political w^ork, io drafted the 
‘ leaflets, wall-ncn7spapQrs,otc; at tho same time this selected personnel 
h of the “Inheres Aktiv'* was given training along with the remainder of tho 
! campus inmates. This body, besides holding all tho responsible positions ..

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Prisoner states that ICCPD agents or groups of fgents dropped by.

niid 44. Prisonor adds -that ho does not think that tho org of tho NKP2) 
in HUSSI/l v/as /ictually rosponsiblo for the bilofing and despatch of thoso 
agents. He believes that thoso Gomans, liavinfi boon fully treinod politic- 
ally by the MCPD, \7oro .handed over to tho Russian IS, and that thoy there- 
of tor coao under the exclusive control of the latter sorvico, . 

These agents formed part of the long -range recce units which ^voro 
dropped by parachute from Russian planes in tho HAST of GEMAKY, Tlie 
personnel of those groups varied considorebly; often thoy had a Russian offr 
in charge, several Rod Aray agents, a Russian fcmalo ViT operator and a 
German HICPD W as guide and interprotor, Sorno groups liad moro German B7 and 
not all tho Gorman R7 v^orking in such groups were I'^KPD personnol# 

Results obtained by these recce units wore voiy varied; in sorao- cases 
the Geman members do sorted ‘at once and reported to tho Gorman pplico, 
giving infm v^ch led to tiio eirrost of the group; in other cases, having 
become convincod Communists,' thoy carried out their espionage duties 
loyally, and when caught, offoipd oniiod resistance. .. .

Prisonor states that ho is unable to. give any infra regarding tho org of 
the MCVD and tho NICGB or on tho use made by those bodies of Comnunist 
Party orgs# Ho claims that all matters relating to tho MCVD and tho NICGB • 
vrare dealt with in thp Stapo by Dopts IV A 1 and IV B‘ 2 arid that his dqpt 
(IV A 2) only passed on to these depts any relevant infra it might . obtain 
without appraising this ■ in any way, . Prisoner is of tho opinion that only 
tho leading officials in tho depts concerned would bo in a position to give 
tho' roejuirod infm, Virhich Y/ould not havo been orailablo to junior or ovon ^ 
modium-grado officials. . ' . .

Prisoner states that, to tho best of his knowledge, the Russfien 
Consulate in KONIGSBERG had nothing to do v/ith Communist Pai’ty work, 

Thcro was no link bo tvreon MOSCOW and tho KPD running through that, Consulato, 
j The Consulate's interest was confined to a supervision of Russian IS work 
1 in EAST PRUSSIA proper, ' These activities weire- dealt with by the Stapo 
Regional station In ICOhlGSBERG, • 

Prisoner adds that, as he never served in ICSnIGSEERG, he cannot givQ 
infm as to how this Consulate organised its espionage activities, \riio was 
in chfiU'ge, the type of agesnts employ ed^-or... their actual missions. Prisoner 
v/orked until 1937 at the Regional Stapo station in ALLSNSTEH'T and claims 
that while he was there, he v/as concerned mainly -with Cl activities directed’ 
‘against POli/iND, ‘ Prisone'^r states that tho amount* of Soviet IS. activity' 
Y/liich come to the notice of the Stapo at ALI^NSTEIN was certainly very.' 
small and vms definitely not sufficient to give* him any insight into the 
methods employed by the Russians at that tiiae.

Prisoner states tliat aboul(^AWof the Germans v/ho returned from 
RUSSI/w had boon recruited for.IS^roric by thO'I^KTO* He reaffirms,' however, 
that he know of only t'.TO cases of returning German technicians v/ho became 
active as agents and attomptod to carry out .their assignments. 



The greater proportion of those returning Gerriians admitted freely 
to the Goraari frontier control authorities that they had been recruited 
by the NIO/D, A further section of those pecfple would not make any sUch 
admission, even when prompted to do so, because they feared either punish- 
ment from the German side, or reprisals by the MCVD after they arrived home 
* in GEPtlANY* They had, hov/over, no intention of over actually undertaking 
any IS work for tlie Soviet and v/ere usually .only given av/ay by statements 
Tiiade by jjcrsons v;ho arrived in la tor parties. They would then be 
cautioned by tho Stapo, but legal proceedings v/ould not normally be 
instituted against thorn, ^ 

23 , ■ Assignments given to Roturning Germans ' . 

These persons were not given any specific assignments. They merely 
signed an agreement \vith the NKVD which bound thorn “to do every thing to ^ ' 

further tho just cause of Socialism" on- their return to GEIMAHY. This 
agi'ecmcnt usually contained a strict warning to these persons that the 
NKVD had means of calling thorn to account if they feiled to fulfil this 

I duty, Finally, they v/orc told that when they readied their homes they would 
be contacted by some messenger, from v/hom they would receive specific 
instructions, 

24 # Methods of Sending Back Information 



All arrangements for sending back infm were to be by tho messenger 
who issued tlie instructions. Tho identities of a number of these 
messengers became knov/n to the Stapo, v/ho arranged that mootings between 
thorn and tho returning Gcriuxns 'should be under their control. It v/as 
found that thoso messengers \verc cither members of the staff of tho 
Russian Embassy, or, i.iorc frQ<iuontly, mconbers of Russian Trado delegations 
in GE^5^iil^^x. Prisoner, cannot reccdl any special methods whidi may liava been 
used for ido.ntifi cation. Pirisbnor states that at tho time the question 

was not viev/od by tho Stapo as being one of any exceptional inportanco; 
it \:o,L considered that tho measures taken as regards tho returning Germans 
wore an adequate safoguard, . In any case, in spite of tho large number of / 
persons who had signed tho agroemont \ 7 i-;;h tho NKVD, it was found that 
Russian activity in GllHi/OT itself :bhrou.gh thoir messongors was extremely 
restricted, -and very foe rcturniiXs Gonmn nationals v/oro ever actually 
approached by a messenger at all.' However, Prisoner adiiiits that in 
later years, after the outbixsak of tho Russo-Gorman xvar, it became evident 
that tho Stapo had really failed initially to cope v/ith the potential 
danger of tlrcse returning German nationals and much of the Russian 




espionage activity in GiSHuOT during thc.vrar did in effect receive noto- 
v/orthy assistance fro:a Gomans \/ho had returned to the Reich several 
years earlier. Piisonor states, hovrevei*, 'bhat the persons >vho wore ovon- 
. I tually useful to RUSSK came mostly from the ranks of tho 1CX),CX)0 odd who 
: returned to the Reich after tho signing of tho Russo-German Non-Aggression

officials to travel, or communicate with groups scatterod throughout tho 
world, Tho ISH possossod no anti-hlOSCOt? olomcnts, but was, as Prisoner • 
states, a coiTplotely Comnunist org which al'\/ays looked to HOSCOK for 
inspiration, if not for a ctual, guidance. Tho ITP v/as, Hov/evor, originally 
a rival oi^g under tho a^is of the Second International. ‘ In t^ ^oars 
immodiately before the .outbreak of war the IT7 completely gave way to the 
ISH, \7hich org had been undermining it for a long period, and the tvro orgs 
V70i^ amalgamated, with the.

HOLLAND,- but had many friends in foreign countries, where ho was 
also highly ostoemod. Prisoner does not believe that PBMEN had an^hing 
to do with MOSOOVZ-inspired plans for the sabotage of Axis shipping. He 
was in charge of tho MATTEOTTI fund for indigent Socialist trade union 
mombors. Prisoner states that ho has no knovfledgo of the part played by

Tho former German Communist official, \70LLV.'L]^R, used individual 
members of tho ISH to cariy out the tasks of sabotage which he had. been 
instructed to put into effect by tho Russian Genex-eil Staff, Those persons 
wore, of course, ideal for such tasks* Prisoner admits that’ he formerly 
knew yfho most of contacts were, but claims, that ho cannot now 

remember tho names of all concerned. At* that time, V/OLLVZLHUR was living 
in S'Zi'EDEN, but usod to make froquent trips to BELGIUM, HOLLAND, and 

NOiiRYAY, In BEIGIUri his chief contacts* v^e re tho PICHTSL brothers, and in 
HOLLAND, Rimbertus SCHAJ^; the latter, Prisoner believes, was probably ^ 
WOLLV.’EBSR's chief permanent deputy for Western European ports, as ho 
nearly alvmys accoii 5 )anied him on lecture tours as far as BSLG-IIM and also 
made t..ips to DEI^MAHC. 

WOLLVi'EBSR also spent coneidorablo periods in COPSNH/'iGEN, where the 
Danish Police were v/ell informed regarding his movements. Prisoner suggests 
that tho Danish Criminal Police mUst certainly have very coraplote files 
on V/OLLVifSBER from which much infm could be obtained. COPENHAGEN >vas a main . 
transit centre for the explosives which vV0LLl'iQ3BER srauggled out of SUEDEN.

Prisoner has no real knovrlodgo regarding the points of control of 
those agents outside GURMAKY. Ho is of tho opinion that tho infm 
obtained vrant through PR/tGU}3 to MOSCOW by courier. Tho Russian Trade 
Roprosontativos were also cortainly involved in this work, Thero was no 
•link vdth tho regional offices of tho KPD, and , although tho agents . ^ 
thomselvoa ViToro all Communists, they and tho very highest oxocUtivos'of 
tho ICPD'WGro tho only persons who \/oro avmro of the ©xistonco of the Bo-Bo.

Prisoner is of tho opinion that tho AM apparatus was completely * 
uncovorod by tho Stapo by tho end of 1934, oven though tho la Police who 
had had to doal v/ith such mat tors up to 1953 had boon completely ignorant 
regarding them,* ICrim Rat GIE^NG, who also dealt with tho Bo-Bo activities 
‘ v^as tho man responsible for the.so countor-measuros , which were highly 
successful. In later years, efforts wore mado to rosumo activity, but 
those wero completely fruitless. Tho org >yas broken by Huming” captured 
agonts, granting thorn an indemnity and putting them to wozic for the Stapo. 



Linlcs v/'ith the ICPD and Methods of CoiiTA uni catio n " 

Thero was no link vdth tho ICPD and only the highest oxocutivos in the 
latter know of tho existcrjico of tho AM apparatus* Tho AM personnel woro,!' 
howovor, all Conmunists. Most of the v/ork v/as done In tho BERLIN aroa and 
tho lino of comn for couriers ran to PRAGUE, crossing the frontier in tho 
mountains (ERZ^ and RIISENGZBIHGS) At that time thoro v/as no question of 
jany WT links.

Tho org had proporod for action, but nothing.‘.at all had been 'accomplished. 

As in all AM activites, comn was by courier through l^RAGUS, Thoro woro no 
linlcs vdth tho ICHD and horo again only tho very highest exocutivoo of tho 
YOETf knew of tho cxistonco of the org. 

The loader of this org, PIETZUCH, v/as successful in avoiding arrost 
and flod abroad, KOSTKA was captured, "turned" and usod as a V-fiian; 
Prisoner presumes that he is still froo today in BERLIl'J or in tho Russian 
Zono; he v/as a vory ardent Oonraunist and although "turned", novor 
produced any 'work. which was rqally satisfactory to tho Stapo,- GUTSCMS 
flod of tor tho detection of tho thoft of a largo quantity of explosives from 
j Army dumps in E/^T GERiviANX; ho was next heard of in KOSCOV/.-

43* Mass Employment of Agents 

Prisoner considers that ono of the most . outstanding featuroa of tho 
Russian IS was the mass enployrhent of agents (this was intensified after tho 
outbreak of war) • Tho Russians intended to acliievc their ends through tho 
large number of int missions they initiated, and Vtrhilst^ they must obviously 
have takon into thoir calculations that this mass omployment must result 
in heavy losses, they failed to realise that such methods could only result 
; in their v/holo org becoming knovm to tho enemy and being effectively 
countered. . . * 

Thus, although »tho Russian IS endeavoured to build up a largo W • 
network t^''Oughout tho Reich, sorao of their agents v/oro capturccl by tho 
Stapo and by sldlful uso made of '."play- backs’*, and tho .whole network was 
ovontually brought to light. This v;as acliiovod in tho great majority 
of cases without arousing tho suspicions of the Russians that thpy were in 
fact being svdndlod and v/orc only receiving- deception material. 

. Prisoner states that it is hard to understand why the Russians never 
considered chocking tho genuineness of tho keying of tho operator, ^ 
Yidth prosunt-day tech iaiovvlodge, this would not have ‘boon difficult, and 
it would certainly have defeated a major part of the "turning" that \7as done 
by tho G-mans j for in tho majority of cases of "turned" agents, a German 
operator had to be put to vrark the V/T and imitate tho keying as beat ho 
could. The danger of allowing the agont himself to pass the traffic 
was too groat, and oven keeping a close \mtch on him while he was o pearating . . 
provided only a very limited sof oguaird. ' ' . 



Tho Russian IS was consistent .-in its policy of dropping its agents^in 
■ places far distant from where -thoy were to -operate; thus, agents' for 
Vfostem GjJRiiAl'nr v^cro dropped by Russian aircraft in EAST PRUSSIA, agents 
for the BERLIN area in the territory of tho General Gouverncment, • • . 
Captured Russian agents repeatedly 'confirmed that thoy had hot reckoned 
v/ith such strict travel control within tho Reich. 






7. Co-operation of A.^ents - 

It \vas often ascertained that agents of different tech branches v/orked 
together; thus, a parachute a:ent might receive assistance from a seai-nan 
working for the Russian LO in a Gervnan harbour tovm. 

There was also co-operation among parachute agents themselves, 

Kocalling of Agents to RUSSIA • * 

The mothods of the Russian 13 also included the rocalling of agents 
to RUSSB. to report. This, of course, v/ss the most thorough means of , 
chcdcin,g an agent's activities, but \vas necessarily a slov/ process. 

It did, however, cause some avtoard situations for the Stapo in "play-backs”, 
considerable ingenuity b.-ing nocassary to explain the reasons for the delay 
in the agent's return, 

9, Provision of Addres ses a nd Messa . tos to Agents 

Agents wore provided >vith lists of addresses of contacts that might bo 
useful to them in also they bought messages' or handwritten letters 

from G^nnan in Russian captivity. The idea was that the relatives 
in would bo so relievod at receiving nows from son, brothor or 

husband that they. would easily be induced to help the agent, at least in 
obtaining identity papers and accoumiodation. 

Prisoner states that in his opinion the* giving of any such \Yritten 
evidence of his celling to an agent was a mistake and all particulars might 
havo boon provided wi*ch greater safety by OT aXtor the agont's reliability 
had boon tistoc,

y ' The Russian agents wore on the whole v/oll oqippod v/ith forged documents; 
/ these wore printed by the State Printing Works in MOSOT^ Pood ration 
cards, however, \ktc a groat difficulty to the Russians after the Stapo had 
f ordered that those be changed frequently, ‘ German 'Travel Ration Cards* wero 
•%vatcrmarlcod, and tho Russians never succeeded in copying these. 

Agents were supplied with considerable amounts in USA dollars; this 
idea proved a failure, fof, unless the agents had connections in the Black 
Harkct, which only a very small number of the-m ever he.d, this money was 
useless in tho open market. Strict currency regulations provided foV such 
harsh penalties for persons found to bo in possession of foreign currency 
that no one w-as willing to teke any chances in. this respect.

"iiIARIO", whose real name is not Iciown to Prisoner, .v/as woll-known to 
tho Stapo as a prominent Ita.lian anti -Fascist when ho v/as e.rrosted in 
PARTS in 1942, Ho \/as eventually handod ovor to the Italian Polico at 
the BRENNBR PASS and by them v/as banished to an island in tho I/l^MTolPJUTIliAN 
(2LBA?). Ho \yas rclc-:;sed by tho tur-n of events in 1944 and contacted 
the Italian Coinraunist locder TOGLLATTI, who endeavoured to obtain for Mm 
an adrn post in the then A.lliod-o ecu pied zone of ITALY, These attempts wore 
unsuccessful, Prisoner bolievus, because liAITO's political- record y/as not 
entirely acceptable to the British or American Police, However, ^‘A^iRIO 
v/as accepted by tlio British IS as A potential agent for NORTH ITALY, /15 
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Prisoner bcliovos thc.t it v/o.s c\7in3 to.tho difficulty of infiltrating 
agents through the German linos in ITJiLY at that timo that it vms. dooidod 
to land him as a pa^radiuto agent, and for this purpose ho was sent to a .

Ha was than droppod f lom an oirci'af t, in NOHTH ITA.LY, whonco ho trans-

BOLZAI'JO, }mmO ota 

Ho was arrested in Doc ^ by tho Stapo and was “tui^od", . Prisoner 
docs not bcliovo that the play-back v/ith tho British CT control station in 
NAPL3S produced any useful results, as tho British woro constantly aslcing 
for military infm whicJi could net bo given.
